ENLISTED  DETACHMENT 

''The  backbone  of  the  army  is  the  noncommissioned  man." — Kipling. 

Officers  of  the  regular  army  remain  on  any  assignment  for  but  a  few  years  at  most.  This 
procedure  is  followed  to  give  officers  varied  service  and  experience,  and  to  assure  an  all-around 
development.  The  soldiers  of  the  army,  on  the  other  hand,  rarely  change  assignments.  We  look 
to  them  to  provide  the  permanent  personnel  necessary  for  continuity  of  policy.  Before  being  de- 
tailed on  R.  0.  T.  C.  duty,  an  enlisted  man  is  examined  carefully  as  to  character  and  ability. 

State's  first  enlisted  detachment  numbers  eight  soldiers,  with  an  aggregate  service  of  one  hun- 
dred and  one  years.  The  senior  "noncom,"  Technical  Sergeant  Gaines,  has  served  with  the  colors 
for  over  twenty-three  years,  more  than  half  of  this  service  having  been  on  R.  0.  T.  C.  duty  at  Wash- 
ington University,  St.  Louis,  Mo.  Technical  Sergeant  Marino  is  the  "dean"  of  the  detachment. 
With  nearly  thirty  years  continuous  service  in  the  cavalry  and  field  artillery,  in  stations  from 
Honolulu  to  France,  Sergeant  Marino  is  looking  forward  to  a  well-earned  retirement.

Each  of  them  is  a  specialist  in  at  least  one  military  subject, 
such  as  automotive  repair,  radio,  telephones,  instruments,  materials,  or  administration.  Withoul 
their  specialized  knowledge,  the  work  of  the  unit  would  be  hampered  severely.

Early  in  September,  one  hundred  and  fifty  individuals  in  uniform.  In  November,  four 
batteries,  each  a  compact  military  organization.  And  in  December,  a  Corps.  That,  in  brief,  is 
the  history  ol  the  U.  ( ).  I  .  C.  unit  during  its  first  year. 

The  Corps  is  organized  into  a  Regiment  of  Fie  Id  Artillery,  comprising  a  Band,  and  two  Battal- 
ion-, each  ol  inn  Batteries.  \ll  positions  of  command  are  held  by  students,  from  Cadet  Corporal 
to  Cadet  Colonel.  In  all  the  work  of  the  Corps,  the  development  of  leadership  is  stressed;  This 
ma}  be  termed  its  main  objective — to  develop  leaders  who  can  serve  their  communities  and  their 
nation. 

Under  normal  conditions,  the  work  of  the  Corps  begins  with  a  period  of  organization  and  basic 
instruction  in  the  earl',  fall.  Krom  thi-  phase,  the  work  develops  to  that  of  the  battery,  battalion, 
and  regiment,  climaxed  in  the  fall  by  a  Dad's  Day  Review,  and  an  Armistice  Day  Parade.  In  the 
winter  months,  the  drills  are  pointed  toward  the  Military  Carnival,  usually  held  early  in  April. 
When  weather  conditions  are  such  that  the  Corps  can  remain  out  of  doors  consistently,  the  immedi- 
ate objective  of  the  drill-  'heroines  the  Sponsor's  Parade,  at  which  the  Corps  pays  its  tribute  to  the 
co-ed  wing  of  the  College.  And  finally,  late  in  the  year,  comes  the  real  and  final  objective — the 
Corps  Area  Inspection.  At  this  Inspection,  the  Corps  is  examined  by  selected  officers  of  the  Regular 
Army,  who  test  the  year's  work  by  question  and  by  observation.  This  "exam"  includes  all  phases  of 
tin  year's  work,  both  class  and  practical.  As  a  result  of  their  observations,  the  Inspectors  rate  the 
Corps,  comparing  it  with  all  other  Senior  R.  0.  T.  C.  units  in  the  Corps  Area.  The  rating  may 
be  '^Excellent."  "Satisfactory,"  or  "I  nsatisfactory,"  the  first-named  being  the  highest  possible— 
an  "H."

Many  colleges  exist  without  line  buildings,  shops,  and  laboratories.  Colleges  have  been  known 
to  survive  what  must  have  been  an  austere,  drab,  and  forbidding  history  without  co-eds.  But  never 
has  there  been  a  college  worthy  of  that  name  that  did  not  have  a  band. 

State,  being  a  college,  has  a  band.  Being  a  good  college,  it  has  a  good  band.  This  has  been 
true  for  many  years.  This  year  the  band  became  a  pari  of  the  R.  0.  T.  C.  It  is  uniformed, 
well  equipped,  and  given  instruction  in  marching  by  the.  R.  0.  T.  C.  Musical  training  now,  as 
for  the  past  several  years,  is  directed  by  Lieutenant  Cu\  French,  whose  wide  musical  experience 
and  sound  technical  knowledge  make  him  the  ideal  choice  for  this  position. 

The  annual  activities  of  the  band  start  in  the  fall,  with  a  period  of  organization  and  group 
training.  Work  is  started  immediately  in  preparation  for  the  fall  reviews  and  parades  of  the 
R.  0.  T.  C.,  and  for  the  home  football  games.  The  band  not  only  furnishes  incidental  music 
during  each  home  football  game,  but  also  stages  a  marching  exhibition  between  the  halves.  The 
exhibition  usually  includes  marching  in  formation,  and  evolutions  to  form  letters  honoring  the 
home  team  and  the  visiting  team. 

Following  the  fall  season,  the  band  settles  down  to  a  period  of  "musical  training"  in  prepara- 
tion for  the  spring  season.  During  the  winter  phase,  the  band  provides  music  at  home  basketball 
games.  It  may  also  furnish  one  or  more  chapel  programs,  and  take  part  in  special  outside  events. 
This  year,  for  example,  the  band  took  part  in  the  Inaugural  Parade  at  Little  Rock  in  January,  as 
the  representative  of  Northeast  Arkansas.  Following  the  "closed"  season,  the  band  furnishes  music 
as  before  for  the  Military  Carnival,  the  Sponsor's  Parade,  and  the  Corps  Area  Inspection,  in  addi- 
tion to  college  functions.
